legitimately devolving upon the head of the
office, quite as well as it is usually transacted Ly
the men who receive more than thirty thou-
sand dollars.

Inder the present system, an office of this
charaoter is regarded ns'a rich prize by greedy
politicians, and they resort to the most despe-
rate and disreputable devices to seonre it,
They look forwurd to it as the enlminating re-
ward of vesrs of intrigne snd partisan chien.

KICKING AGAINST THE PRICKS.
The Tory peers who announced their deter-
to kill the Irish Church bill have
steceedod in creating a storm of indignation
which threatens to overwhelm that venerable
instifution, the House of Lords, and even to
deprive the lords themselves of their cher-
ished hereditary privileges and place them on
the same level as their fellow-citizens, The
very plain manner in which the press has
spoken has apparently brought some of the
peersto their senses,and there are already signs
of defection in their ranks, which is ominous
of defeat, A new opponent, however, has
arisen in the person of the Archbishop of
Oanterbury, who has connsslled the Bishops

minntion

in the Honse of Lords to oppose the Irish
Chureh  bill.  Foolish as this adviee is,
it is nothing more than was to be ex-
pocted. In the downfall of the Irish

Church, the prelates of the Church of England
see very plainly a warning of the speedy dis-
solution of the ties which bind their own or-
ganization to the State, and a prospect of
shortly finding themselves placed npon a level
with dissenting Methodists, Presbyterians,
and Baptists, who have no particular regard
for the elaims of the Apostolic sneecession.

At the best the bishops sit in the House of
Lords merely on sufferance, and their in-
terference in such a grave matter of state
policy as the disestablishment of the Irish
Church will be submitted to with even less
grace than that of the hereditary Lords. In-
deed, their opposition to fthis measure will
only have an effect on the public mind calen-
lated to bring the hereditary pecrage and the
Established Church into  greater popular dis-
favor than ever, and to prepare the stolidest
of British conservatives for the speedy over-
throw of those relies of barbarism which have
clung like barnaeles to the British Constitu-
tion—the House of Lords and the Churelh of
England.

THE TORACCO TAX,

SoME of the members of the “Tobuceo Trade As-
soclation” complaln that our article & few days ago
was calouiated to give o wrong lmpression as to the
operations of the laws of July, 1865, and April, 1809,
We therefore give an explanation which It {8 hoped
will make the whole matter perfectly clear to our
roéfdors.

The act of April 10, 1560, was passed to afford re-
Hef to persons who had clgars, tobacco, or snutr, in
possesiion, Which had been removed from the place
of manufucture, or lmpaorted, or withdrawn from
bonded warchouse between July 20, 1585, and No-
vewmber 99, 1568, and which had been assessod and
pald tax under the act of July 20, 1565, und was con-
tained in an Inventory made February 1, 1509,

O svteh gouds wo Aeld April 10, 1869, where the
owner, by the act of July 20, 1568, was obliged to afx
the stamps (sny on the 16th Febiruary, 1889, in case of
fine-cut chewing and smoking tobaceo and spuil'; on
the 1stof April, 1568, in the case of clgars; and on
the 1at day of July, 1568, in the case of plug tobacco),
he is entitled to the refunding of the amount of the
value of the stamps so afixed on presenting evidence
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue,

The reason why this legisiution took place was
because the Commissgioner could not supply tax-pald
stamps prior to and not untll November 25, 15ds.
Hence Congress supplied this measure of relief to
cover the time from July 20, 1568, to November 29,
1865, when the Government was unable o furmsish
slamps.

It does not cover tohacco, snnfl, or clgurs re.
moyed from the place of manufaciure or lmported
prior to July 20, 156,

The net of April 10, 1560, 18, therefore, not an in-
tention of Congress to refund any taX assessed and
pald under the laws o exihtence prior to July 20
1568, bt covers only those goods manufactured and
removed or imported or removed from bonded ware-
honse between July 20, 1868, and Novetmhbor 28, 1804,

We quote the section of the aot of April 10, 1340,
referred to:—

ing becn compliod with, sutd who, on the first day of
Fobruary, 1568, fled with the assessor of the distefol
within which he resides, or has his place of busi-
ness, the inventory required by the Tsth and 4ch see-
tiotis of the act of July 20, 1864, und who shall, prior
1o selling or offering such mbiccea, soull, or clgars
for sale, amx and cancel proper interngl reveonue
Atumips, shall be entitied o have refunded to him sn
amount of tax previousty pald thercon, eqoual to the
value of the stamps sfixed before sale as afores
sidd: and the Commisglover of Internn! Revenooe
shall be and s herehy authorized, on  wppeal
to him  made, o refund and pay back s sum of
woney ¢quul to the value of the stumps 1o aMxoil,
upon satisfnctory evidencs submitted o him that
the tobaeeco and soofT were actuadly maonfucture
and rewoved from the place of mannfactare, wod
thut the clgars were so munofactured and removed,
or imported and withdrawn from a United States
bowded warehouse, and the geveral rates of tax (m-
poked onsuch goods Ly the set of July 20, 1803, ns
moresuld, nssessed and paid, and that the clyimant
had in all respects complled with the Interoal
mvenye laws a8 far a8 they have been or may be
applicalde o such articles. The Commissioner of
Internul Revenue 18 heroby anthoriged and smpow-
